steam navigation oa the Piseat*qu» 
river, being the first tag boat ever own 
ed here and regalirly employed oa tbe 
nver.

used as a pilot bout and tug for a year, 
at the end of which time they sold her 
to Capt. Albert Rand, now of Boston. 
Capt. Band, a deep neashipmaster pre- 
viously wss then a branch pilot and for 
more than 20 years he ran the little tag 
with much success, for » good part of 
the time having little if auy effectual op- 
position; but after a while larger and 
more powerful bo its came in and crowd 
ed the little boat on*, and she was hauled 
off some years ago and sold to parties 
who have kept her tied up at the wuarf 
ever since. 


It was a singular coincidence that the 


last tow Gapt. Band ever had was the 
British bark Clotilda, which arrived here 
with a cargo of railroad ties from the 
British provinces and which was berthed 
at the Noble's island wharf of the Bos 
ton & Main* railroad, within a few rods 
of the ways from which she was launched 
in 1873, and that as she was Capt. 
Band's last tow; so also w»s sh-s the first 
one he ever had, with tbe Clara B*te- 
man. He towed her to sea on her first 
voyage. Since her last visit (o this poit 
the Clotilde uas been wrecked, 


Gapt. Band, who bus for some years 


been retired from active life, had some 
odd experiences before be finally settled 
down as a harbor pilot and tow boot 
skipper on the Piacataqaa. la 1855 he 
went acaoss the Atlantic aa mute of the 
new ship Sierra Nevada, a ship of ne»r 
ly 2000 tons register, built «t this port, 
and commanded by the late Oapt tYarce 
A. Penhallow of Boston. 


It was the ship's first voyage, and 


while being docked at 'Liverpool she 
grounded on the sill, and with the fall 
of the tide her back was broken.

Another of Capt. Band's experiences 


was w the B 'binRon Crusoe line. Near 
the end of i860 he and a companion, ; 
Arras» Stanwood of Brunswick. Me , j 
were pnt ashore on New Nantocket. \ 
otherwise known as Howland's island, 
an islet in the Pacific ocean, 51 miles! 
north of the equator and in longitude 
133 W. and left there to look after it. 


It was no great of an island, being 


only a mile and a half long and three- 
quarters of a mile wid<*, and not more 
than nine feet ,*bove high water at tbe 
highest point. It was a coral forma- 
tion; ti*ter1~fltt and uninteresting, and 
with not a tree, shrub or blade of grass 
growing upon it. Its only value was for 
its guano deposit, «nd Capt. Band and 
bis companion were landed there to 
snard it for the TJuited States gnann 
company of New York, who bad been 
authorized by the U S supreme court to 
take possession. 


Tne islanders ware famished by the 


vessel that took them tbere with a 
(Pnall but comfortable bouse, firearms, 
nailing tackle, distilling apparatus for 
water—no raio ever fulls on the island 
—and ao abundance of food; and fora 
frtw montus they get along famously, 
and bad a glorious time—nothing to d • 
but eut and sleep, und w.*g*s goiug on 
all tbe time.

The only animals oa the island wer^- 


rats, of which tbere were thousands; 
shaped exactly like the browc rat of 
tae civilized world, bat only ab >ut half 
as large, and jet black; also, embarras 
singly tame and familiar. Sea birds 
tbere were in millions, that couid be 
knocked over, with a stick, and which 
furnished all the egg* that cnuld be 
used, or that an army could have used; 
and tbe waters surrounding t he island,

rying from seventy-five to 200 pounds. 
If the resting white men could have 
understood some of the remarks sent at 
them by- the Slwasbes, as they tramped 
past, there would have been x general 
discarding of packs and a thumping 
bee instituted, but they were in the 
main 'chee-chockos' and Chinook waa 
as Greek to them. 


"A Thlinketjndian figure* that h* 


can pack his own weight. 
Thus, a 


man weighing 200 pounds believes he 
should be able to 'lolaf 200 pounds on 
bis back across the summit. 
In the 


same ratio a mite of a girl weighing 
eighty pounds Is given 
seventy-five 


pounds to pack. This, latter phase of 
the packing-was pitiable and a number 
of times we were obliged to stand up 
some old buek And force him to lighten 
the load of a half-fainting child. 


"The money the Chilkoot, Chilcat,

A FORMAL PROTEST 


Germany Object* to 


Language and Soof .

Washington. April 24.—Tbe German 


government has entered a formal pro- 
tect aealnat tbe language used by Cap* 
tain Coghlan of the Raleigh at the Union 
league club banquet In Kew York last 
Friday night. 


The protest was lodged with Secretary 


Hay through the German ambassador. 
H*rr von Holleben. 


Secretary Hay replied that the lan- 


guage appeared to have been used at a 
dinner in a club, and so could not.be re- 
tarded as an official or public utterance 
in ttie cenae that would warrant the 
•tate department in acting. However, 
the navy department was ruUy compe- 
tent to take such action as the case 
teemed to require. 


With this statement the ambassador 


was content for the time at least, and 
will doubtless await a reasonable It-net h 
of time upon the navy department. 


There are semi-official intimatelons 


that the ambassador will not be so much 
concern himself with the course of Cap- 
tain Cofftalah as with the course of tbe 
United States in dealinc with Coghlan. 
The German ambassador stated today 
that the poem receited by Captain Cogh- 
lan was "too naarty to be noticed." 


Berlin, April 34.—It is announced in a 


semi-official note today that the United 
States secretary of state, Colonel John 
Hay, has expressed to the German am- 
bassador at Washington, Dr. von Ho- 
leben, his strong disapproval of the "con- 
duct" of Captain Joseph B. Coghlan of 
the United States cruiser Raleigh. 


The disapproval expressed at Waste- 


.Ingtbn, according to the dispatch from 
Berlin, with the "conduct" of Captain 
Coghlan, refers undoubtedly to his ut- 
terances on Friday night at the Union 
League club, New York, in which he re- 
ferred to the strained relations which 
existed at Manila between Admiral 
Dewey and Admiral von Deiderichs, 
the ..commander of the German naval 
forces in the far east, who nag since been 
superseded by Prince Henry of Prussia. 


THE LONDON PRESS. 


Remarks of Captain Coghlan- Given 


Prominence and Commented Upon. 
London, April 24.—The papers this 


morning give great prominence to the 
reports of the remarks alleged to have 
been made by Captain Coghlan of t*he 
United States cruiser Raleigh at the 
Union League club dinner last Friday 
night. 


The Times-says it Is mneh impressed 


by*Secretary Long's prompt application 
of discpiline, a clearer breach of which 
it would be difficult to imagine. 
The 


American government, it adds,.knows 
what is due to itzeff and to the- other 
great nations with whom It stands' in 
amicable relations. Continuing it says: 
"There have beeft times, and these times 
are not remote, when it is more than 
doubtful that such an offense would 
have been visited with punishment^ In 
those days it maybe surmised that the 
brutality of some of Captain Coghlan's 
i emarks would have be*n overlooked by 
the government and-condoned by the 
public as excusable franknesa of after- 
dinner oratory. The war and the wide 
staA solemn responsibilities that.have 
grown out of it seem to have suddenly 
raised the nation and Its rulers to a truer 
and more elevated conception of the dig- 
nity of their country, 


"The struggle has brought them Into 


new and closer .rslationsrWith the rest 
of the great powers, and they have been 
quick to .realize that these relations will 
be best and most honorably maintained 
by a, scrupulous regard of the dictates of 
International etiquette. 


"This change of opinion seems to have 


spread insensibly to all classes and 
masses. The citiiens seem ready to 
condemn the conduct' 6f Captain Cogh- 
lan today as sternly as would the people 
of an European state, or aS the small, 
highly cultivated and influential class of 
Americans would have condemned a 
year or two ago. The example of dig- 
nified s«lf-respect set by the American 
democracy should be a. lesson Jto the 
Chauvinist press and the continental 
moniardhy which more 
particularly 


press as a stickler-for diplomatic eti- 
quette. The determination of the Wash- 
ington government to punish Captain 
•Coghland for the -gross and improper 
language used by him contrasts very 
strongly and favorably with the license 
of some Germ an'newspapers in abusing 
unheard another American sailor.

From Sixty to One Hundied New Cases 


Beported Daily In Formosa. 


Seattle, Wash., April 24 —Reports dur- 


ing March from the governor general of 
Formosa to the home office in Tokio, 
Japan, announced from 60 to 100 new 
cases of plague daily, of which about 40 
per cent, result fatally. 


The people of Formosa are so suspi- 


cious of their Japanese conquerors that 
they will not help in the sanitary meas- 
ures that ha-v e been taken to check the 
plague. Victims run outside the city 
walls and into the mountains rather 
than give themselves up to the Japanese 
physicians. 1 n the hills they are not sub- 
ject to Japanese supervision, but they 
have hardly a chance of recovery. Few 
of those who escape from the cities ever 
come back. 


When a case is found Inside the pity 


hhe sick one is taken to a hospital and 
an oblong strip of yellow paper is pasted 
on the door. A native police man is put 
on guard for seven days. A considera- 
tion, however, will remove him from 
guard, and in this waj the plague 
spreads.'

The "magazine rifle, calibre 30." fa- 


miliarly called the Krag-Jorgenson, Is 
the arm equipment of the infantry of 
the United States army. It has a range 
of about three miles and an accuracy 
never before attained in small arms; 
that is, when in the hands of a man 
trained to its use, for at the same dis- 
tance a properly instructed soldier will 
pick off a man and the untrained one 
"miss a barn." 


When one of these rifles is put in 


the hands of a new man tue theory of 
its care and use is explained to him by 
a non-commissioned officer, and before 
the lecture is through his feelings are 
something like those of Mark Twain 
after receiving his first lesson in pilot- 
ing. 
He is ready to say, "Sergeant, 1 


can never get all that into my head, 
and if I did it would be so heavy that 
my legs would not be able to support 
it.

wind.

to arrest it. Now Prof. Kapteyn an- 
nounces the discovery of a telescopic 
star in the southern hemisphere, in 
the constellation Pictor, which appears 
to be moving considerably faster yet. 
What its real velocity is, however, can 
only be told when its distance is 
known. 


An Oft-Rejected CrOTm, 


Julius Caesar, rejecting the crown of 


Rome, seems to be the favorite model 
of the modern Roumanian kings. When 
Roumania was declared a kingdom it 
was settled that the throne should de- 
scend to Prince Leopold, the eldest 
brother of the king then reigning. The 
Prince, however, voluntarily 
yielded 


his rights to the crown in favor of his 
son, Prince Wilhelm, the renunciation 
being registered in the Senate in Oc- 
tober, 1880. Prince Wilhelm remained 
heir apparent for eight years, but to- 
ward the end of 1888 he formally re- 
fused to accept the crown, and 
his 


brother became heir apparent, being 
now Prince of Roumania.

In the determination of the age of 


a tree, or of a particular section, it is 
desirable to make z. clean, smooth cut; 
and in trees like poplar and willow, 
and even in birch, it is most conven- 
ient to cut out the particular cross sec- 
tion and allow it to dry before the 
counting is attempted. In many woods, 
il of thrifty growth, a clean saw cut is 
sufficient, and the aid of the knife may 
be dispensed with. Generally a mag- 
nifjing glass of some kind is helpful, 
and in many eases indispensable, while 
with extraordinary specimens eyen a 
compound microscope will be needed. 
The counting is beat done along the 
greatest .radius, since the rings are 
plainest along this line; all covered 
wounds or other obstacles should he 
avoided. Itwl!l also befound helpful 
to mark every tenth- or twentieth ring 
with pencil to *.void fepetition- in case 
of interruption; and zones of very 
narrow rings, inch as occur in the 
outermost portions of old stems, will 
usually require repeated counting.

years on trees where time of seeding, 
planting, etc., were accurately known 
from permanent records. 


And these have not; only been made 


from European species, but also from 
trees indigenous to America.

It is one of the marvels of trees 


that every species bears its own ma$j,. 
in every part.'ioot and branch, baric 
and leaf, as well as fruit. A wise elder 
told us the other day the species of 
oalc from which an acorn came by the 
fine tracery on the acorn's cup. Such 
a not of colors and tints there is in 
the falling leaves that one might think 
the colors are accidental. 
But the 


keynote of color is constant in any 
species, with only exceptional varia- 
tions. The mistiess of a manse In 
the Vii ginia valley once went into the 
woods and selected her young trees by 
their coluts, and those colors they still 
wave in each letuinmg fall. 
The 


birches are a golden yellow", while the 
oaks vary though yellow-orange to a 
reddish hi own. The red maple sheds 
at the last a dark-red leaf and the tu- 
lip tree a light yellow. The hawthorn 
and the poison oak are violet, while 
the sumac and the wild vines take on 
a flaming scarlet. Soil will make some 
variations, and a dry season will al- 
most take the color and beauty alto- 
gether away. 


Cuba's portal, the city of Cienfuegos is 
Cuba's back dooK ' It is im important 
gateway, and through it there passes 
every year *a considerable percentage 
of Cuban export. The chief industry 
is sugar-raising, and some ol the larg; 
est and best estates on the island are 
to be found in the immediate vicinity 
of the city. Their business was very 
seriously interrupted during the war, 
and some proprietors were tadly crip- 
pled. There was not, however, the wide 
spread destruction which occurred in 
some other districts.
